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ICE  CREAI/  PRODUCTION 


Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  during  February  vas  estimated  at 
53.J  910^000  gallons--down  2 percent  from  February  1970  but  about  at  the  same  level 
as  in  19^9;  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  Seasonallj'^;  output  advanced  3 per- 
cent from  January  to  February,  compared  vith  percent  in  1970  and  no  change  in 
1969 • On  a daily  average  basis,  production  increased  lU  percent  between  these 
months  this  year,  compared  with  16  percent  a year  ago  and.  11  percent  in  19^9 • 
Temperatures  averaged  warmer  than  normal  over  the  western  half  of  the  Nation 
during  the  first  half  of  February  and  cooler  than  normal  over  the  East . 

The  situation  was  reversed  in  the  last  week.  Farm  weather  prevailed  over  almost 
t the  entire  country  in  the  3d  week. 

Compared  with  February  1970,  ice  cream  production  was  smaller  in  all  regions 
except  the  South  Central,  where  it  was  8 percent  larger  and  the  Pacific,  where  it 
was  up  4 percent.  Decreases  varied  from  1 percent  in  the  Mountain  States  to  7 
percent  in  the  East  North  Central.  Cutput,  was  off  2 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic 
Region,  5 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  6 percent  in  the  \7est  North  Central. 

In  the  three  leading  ice  cream  - producing  states,  production  was  down  1 percent 
in  Pennsylvania,  but  up  4 percent  in  California  and  7 percent  in  New  York. 

Ice  cream  production  changes  from  January  to  February  iy’-  regions  were  mixed. 
Cutput  held  about  steady  in  the  North  Atlazitic  States.  Declines  of  3 percent 
occurred  in  both  the  East  North  Central  and  South  Atlantic  Regions.  Increases 
ranged  from  7 percent  in  both  the  Uest  North  Central  and  Mountain  States  to  13 
percent  in  the  Pacific . Production  advanced  1C  percent  in  the  South  Central 
Region.  In  the  three  leading  states,  ice  cream  output  was  up  1 percent  in  both 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania  and  I3  percent  in  California.

'MELLORIICE-TYPE’^FROZEI'I  DESSERTS  PRODUCTION 


3-22-71 


U.S.  production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frocen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils 
other  than  millcfat  during  February  was  estimated  at  3; 550; 000  gallons.  Output 
at  this  level  is  down  k percent  from  both  February  last  year  and  two  years  earlier. 

Production  advanced  k percent  from  January  to  February  this  year  in  contrast 
to  a h percent  decrease  at  this  time  in  I969  and  a,  9 percent  gain  in  1970.  The 
seasonal  increase  from  January  to  February  on  a daily  average  basis  i-/as  15  percent 
this  year;  compared  with  21  percent  at  this  time  in  1970  and  7 percent  in  I969. 
Mellorine  output  declined  in  Missouri  and  held  about  steady  in  Illinois;  Alabama; 
Arhansas;  Oklahoma  and  California.  All  other  Mellorine -producing  states  showed 
increases . 

Compared  with  February  1970;  production  was  ui:;  in  TexaS;  Montana  and  Oregon; 
while  it  held  steady  in  Arkansas  and  Louisiana.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  other 
Mellorine -producing  states.
